8th  Xov.  1659,  and  is  continued  to  the  present  time,  with  blanks  from  24th  July  1660  to 
7th  May  1661,  31st  July  1688  to  15th  Sept.  1690,  21st  Aug.  1733  to  14th  April  1735,  and 
6th  Oct.  1749  to  6th  March  1770.  From  7th  Aug.  1690  to  19th  Oct.  1698  this  Presbytery 
was  united  to  that  of  Chirnside.  Each  I'resbytery  has  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  this 
period.  The  parish  of  Hilton  was  in  this  Presbytery  from  22nd  Oct.  1707  to  1719.] 


ABBEY  ST  BATHANS  AND 
STRAFONTAIN,  on  TOE- 
FONTAINE. 

[These  two  parishes  were  united  .soon 
after  the  Reformation.  Abbey  St  Bathans 
is  named  from  its  patron,  Saint  Bathan, 
second  Abbot  of  lona.  There  being  a 
better  known  church  of  St  Bathan  at 
Yester,  this  one  came  to  be  called  Abbey 
St  Bathans,  i.e.  St  Bathans  belonging  to 
the  Abbey  of  Dryburgh,  which  had  ex 
tensive  possessions  in  the  neighbourhood. 
St  Bathan's  Well  was  near  the  church. 
Towards  the  end  of  the  thirteenth  century, 
Ada,  Countess  of  Dunbar,  a  natural  daughter 
of  William  the  Lion,  founded  here  a  priory 
of  Cistercian  nuns,  dedicated  to  St  Mary. 
Strafentain,  called  also  Trefontaine,  was 
evidently  dedicated  to  St  Fintan.  Its  two 
names  are  formed  from  his,  with  the  Cymric 
words  Ystred  and  tref,  both  meaning  hamlet 
(Ystred  Fintain  ;  Tref  Fintain).  In  1450 
Strafontain  was  made  a  prebend  of  the 
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Collegiate  Church  of  St  Mary  at  Dunglass. 
Xear  the  church  of  Strafontain  was  founded 
in  1218  the  hospital  of  Godscroft.]

(These  parishes  were  united  by  the  I'resb. 
and  l>y  direction  ot'  Parliament  in  1021. 
Both  belonged  to  the  Bishopric  of  Dun- 
keld,  and  Bunkle  was  a  mensal  church  of 
the  Bishop.  In  1060  the  choir  was  in  ruins, 
and  no  communion  service  could  be  held. 
Bunkle  Church  was  used  for  service  till  the 
Synod  of  Dunkeld  ordered  service  to  be 
held  only  at  Preston,  which  order  was 
ratified  by  the  Commissioners  of  Teinds 
on  10th  February  lOGit.  The  people-  of 
Bunkle  refused  to  go  to  Preston,  and  at 
tended  conventicles:  in  1088  the  minister 
preached  alternately  in  the  two  churches. 
.In  1718,  after  an  extensive  repair,  Bunkle 
Church  was  recognised  as  that  of  the  parish. 
It  was  entirely  rebuilt  in  1820.  A  small 
semicircular  Norman  apse  marks  the  site 
of  the  ancient  building,  believed  to  be  of 
the  twelfth  century. 

Preston  Church  was  built  apparently  in 
the  thirteenth  century,  but  fell  into  ruin 
after  1718.  In  1071  the  minister  was  ordered 
to  hasten  the  completion  of  the  church. 
In  1683  the  windows  were  ordered  to  be 
"glassed."  It  is  said  that  the  bell  of  the 
church  was  thrown  into  a  pool  in  the 
Blackadder  by  the  people  when  they 
rabbled  Nieolson  in  1089.]

ECCLES. 

[Prior  to  12-18  the  church  was  dedicated 
to  St  Cnthbert,  but  on  4th  Oct.  of  that 
year  Bishop  David  de  Bernham  consecrated 
i  new  church  in  honour  of  St  Andrew. 
This  was  rebuilt  and  enlarged  in  1774. 
The  parish  was  divided  of  old  into  four 
parts,  called  the  Quarters  of  Eccles.  St 
Andrew's  Quarter  in  the  west,  was  attached 
to  the  parish  church.  The  others  were 
connected  with  the  chapels  of  St  John,  on 
the  north  at  Mersington  :  Our  Lady,  on 
the  east  at  the  Chapel  Knowe  of  Leitholm  ; 
and  St  Magdalene  on  the  south  at  Birg- 
hain,  where  the  graveyard  has  remained. 
In  the  seventeenth  century  the  Indulged 
Presbyterians  used  the  ancient  chapel  of 
St  John  at  Mersington.  A  priory  of  Cis 
tercian  nuns,  dedicated  to  St  Mary,  was 
founded  at  Eccles  in  1156  by  Gospatrick, 
third  Earl  of  Dunbar.  It  was  burned  down 
by  the  Earl  of  Hertford  in  1545,  and  was 
not  restored.  Some  remains  of  it  can  be 
seen  at  Eccles  House.  A  tall  wheel-headed 
cross  stands  in  the  vicinity  of  Crosshall 
farm.]

While  resident  in 
Berwick  he  served  in  the  ministry  at 
Ancroft,  but  was  seized  by  Lord  Wid- 
drington,  Governor  of  Berwick,  and  im- 
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prisoned  for  six  weeks.  Being  admitted 
to  bail.  In1  was  released  and  confined  to  the 
town  and  its  liberties.  After  getting  free 
of  this  restraint,  he  visited  friends  in 
Kngland  and  in  Scotland,  where  he  often 
took  part  in  conventicles.  Many  gatherings 
were  held  at  this  time  at  Lintlaw,  Blanerne 
House,  the  house  of  the  Laird  of  Abbey, 
Duns  Law.  and  Xisbet,  where  John  Welch, 
"  so  much  talked  about/''  was  the  preacher. 
At  Langton  Ogle  preached  and  baptized, 
and  drew  great  crowds,  and  was  on  19th 
Sept.  1071  inhibited  by  the  Archbishop  of 
St  Andrews.  Returning  to  .Berwick,  he 
was  again  banished,  and  went  to  London. 
General  Monk  offered  to  procure  him  a 
bishopric  if  he  would  conform,  but  Ogle 
answered  that  ''  the  height  of  his  ambition 
was  only  to  live  <|iiietly  and  peaceably 
among  his  own  people.  If  that  could  not 
lie  obtained,  he  must  submit  to  "Providence." 
Auain  he  was  imprisoned  for  some  months, 
on  pretence  of  a  plot  being  discovered 
among  Presbyterians  in  the  south  of 
England.  He  retired  to  his  estate  of 
Bowsden,  where  he  conducted  meetings 
that  later  formed  the  beginning  of  the 
congregation  of  Barmoor  or  Lowick.  He 
was  indulged  here  by  the  Privy  Council, 
20th  Sept.  107!*,  and  officiated  in  the 
Langton  Byre  Hater  mistakenly  called  the 
Episcopal  Meeting-house),  in  1085  he  was 
a  prisoner  at  Wooler  for  five  weeks,  which 
nearly  cost  him  his  life.  On  the  Indulgence 
of  1087  he  returned  to  Berwick  and  mini 
stered  to  a  large  congregation.  This 
developed  later  into  the  High  and  the 
Low  Meetings,  and  is  now  represented  by 
St  Andrew's,  Church  of  Scotland.  He 
received  calls  from  the  parish  of  Kelso 
and  the  city  of  Edinburgh,  but  declined 
to  remove,  and  died  April  1090.  He  marr.

His  reply 
was  :  "  My  Lord,  I  have  my  commission 
from  Christ,  and  though  I  were  within  an 
hour  of  my  death  I  durst  not  lay  it  down 
at  any  mortal  man's  foot/'  He  was  fined 
5000  merks,  and  condemned' to  the  Bass  till 
payment  of  the  fine.  As  his  health  was 
bad,  he  requested  leave  to  go  out  of  the 
kingdom,  and  gave  security  for  the  money.

[The  church,  dedicated  to  St  Mary, 
belonged  to  the  Priory  of  Coldingham  till 
the  Reformation.  On  the  high  promon 
tory  of  St  Abb's  Head  in  this  parish,  St 
Ebba,  daughter  of  Ethelfrith,  King  of 
Northumberland,  and  sister  of  St  Oswald, 
founded  a  double  convent  of  monks  and 
nuns.  This  she  ruled  as  abbess  till  her 
deatli  in  683.  Some  years  later  the  build 
ing  was  destroyed  by  fire.  In  1090  King 
Edgar  founded  a  Benedictine  priory,  dedi 
cated  to  the  Virgin  Mary,  St  Cuthbert, 
and  St  Ebba,  It  was  built  at  Coldingham, 
over  two  miles  inland,  from  the  remains 
on  St  Abb's  Head.  In  1509  the  monastery 
passed  under  the  rule  of  the  Abbey  of 
Dunfermline,  After  the  Reformation  the 
priory  church  was  used  for  parochial  pur 
poses,  and  much  of  the  ancient  structure 
survives  in  the  existing  parish  church.] 

WILLIAM  LAMB,  one  of  those  whom 
the  first  General  Assembly  of  the 
1567  Reformed  Church,  20th  Dec.  1560, 
thought  "  apt  and  able  to  minister  " ;  adm.

[A  priory  of  Cistercian  nuns  was  founded 
at  Coldstream  in  1125,  by  Gospatrick,  third 
Earl  of  Dunbar.  To  it  belonged  the  Parish 
Kirk  of  Lennel  and  the  chapels  of  the 
Hirsel  and  St  Mary;s,  Bassendean  (in  West- 
ruther).  This  convent  was  destroyed  by  the 
English  in  1 545.  Its  lands  were  afterwards 
alienated  by  royal  grants.  The  church  of 
Lennel  was  dedicated  by  Bishop  David  de 
Bernham,  31st  March  1243.  The  chapel 
of  the  Hirsel  disappeared  before  1627, 
and  was  never  afterwards  rebuilt.  The 
church  of  Lennel,  of  twelfth-century  work, 
was  for  long  the  parish  church.  In  1705, 
because  the  building  was  ruinous  and  too 
small,  a  new  church  was  erected  at  Cold- 
stream  by  Charles,  Earl  of  Home.

[The  church  of  St  Mary  at  Ladykirk  was 
built  by  James  IV.  in  1500,  as  the  result  of 
a  vow  made  by  him  when  nearly  drowned 
in  the  Tweed.  The  Royal  Treasurer's 
Accounts  between  1500  and  1513,  the  year 
of  Flodden,  contain  entries  of  many  valu 
able  gifts  from  the  king,  who  was  a 
frequent  visitor  to  Our  Lady  Kirk  of  Steill, 
as  the  church  was  called — "  steill ';  being  the 
term  applied  to  the  deep  salmon  pools  in 
the  river,  in  which  the  royal  founder  had 
almost  lost  his  life.  The  church  was  a 
constant  meeting-place  for  the  Wardens 
of  the  Marches,  and  the  last  treaty  between 
Scotland  and  England  was  signed  within 
its  walls.  It  was  restored  in  1743,  and 
again  in  1861,  and  except  for  a  four-sided 
dome  with  belfry  added  to  the  tower  at 
the  former  date,  the  building  is  little 
altered  from  its  original  appearance.  The 
church  of  Horndean  was  dedicated  by 
Bishop  David  de  Bernham,  4th  April  1243. 
After  1600  Upsetlington  and  Horndean 
were  united.  At  the  Chapel  Park  stood 
the  ancient  church  of  Upsetlington,  while 
near  Horndean  Church  Robert  Bisset  of 
Upsetlington  founded,  in  the  twelfth  cen 
tury,  a  Hospital  of  St  Leonard.  Wells 
dedicated  to  St  Mary  and  to  St  Anne  are 
in  the  parish.]

LAMBERTON. 


.—  Longformacus,  seventeen 
miles  distant,  was  conjoined  with  Mording- 
ton  for  a  time,  but  the  two  became  separate 
parishes  in  1666.  The  patron  proposed  to 
unite  Mordington  to  Foulden  in  1719,  and 
the  Court  of  Session  approved,  but  no 
urther  steps  were  taken.  Another  abor 
tive  attempt  was  made  to  unite  these  two 
parishes  in  1750.  The  ancient  church  is 
now  represented  by  a  burial  vault  in 
a  disused  churchyard  near  Mordington 
House.  A  new  church  was  built  in  1869. 
Bernard  de  Linton,  Chancellor  of  Scot 
land,  was  rector  of  Mordington  circa 
1296. 

Lamberton.—  Originally  a  chapel  of  Cold- 
mgham,  was  united  to  Foulden  in  1616  to 
Ayton  in  1627,  and  finally  to  Mordington 
8th  Feb.  1650.  The  church  was  dedicated 
to  St  Lambert.  Here  in  1502  the  Princess 
Margaret,  daugh.  of  Henry  VIII.,  was  re 
ceived  by  the  Scottish  Commissioners  on 
her  entry  into  Scotland  previous  to  her 
marriage  to  James  IV.  The  ruins  of  the 
church  are  visible  in  an  old  churchyard 
close  to  the  boundary  of  the  Liberties  of 
Berwick.]

municants  and  not  a  hundred  persons,  and 
one  of  the  smallest  stipends.'"  Owing  to 
his  having  permitted  "several  vagrant 
preachers  and  indulged  ministers  to  occupy 
his  pulpit,"  the  Privy  Council,  4th  April 
1679,  ordered  him  to  be  ejected.  He  was 
imprisoned  in  Edinburgh  Castle  in  1680, 
but  released  on  account  of  sickness,  and 
refusing  to  take  the  Test,  was  deprived  in 


1682.  He  petitioned  the  Committee  of 
Estates  in  1689,  and  was  restored  to  his 
ministry  ;  was  a  member  of  Assembly  in 
1690,  and  died  June  1695.

The  church,  dedicated  to  St  Mary,  and 
built  shortly  after  that  date,  was  held  by 
Coldingham  ;  portions  of  the  east,  south 
and  west  walls  belong  to  the  original 
edifice.  A  feuars'  aisle  was  added  in

and  1800.  In  1909  the  church  was  largely 
rebuilt.  A  very  ancient  effigy  in  it  is  held 
to  represent  Sir  Alan  de  Swinton,  who 
died  about  1200.

[AV.w.—  The  church  was  dedicated  to  St 
Mary.  Prior  to  the  Pie-formation  it  belonged 
to  the  Abbey  of  Kelso.  About  1648,  the 
abbey,  which  had  suffered  considerably  at 
the  hands  of  Hertford  during  his  invasion 
of  Scotland  in  1515,  was  put  into  repair 
and  fitted  up  as  the  parish  church.  Tt  con 
tinued  to  be  so  used  until  1773,  when  the 
present  curiously  shaped  octagonal  church 
was  erected. 

Maxwell.—  The  church  of  Maxwell,  dedi 
cated  to  St  Michael,  was  situated  near 
the  junction  of  Tweed  and  Teviot.  It 
was  named,  from  the  pool  on  the  Tweed 
there,  Maccus'  Wheel  (Anglo-Saxon  wiel,  a 
pool).  No  trace  of  the  church  exists,  but 
a  number  of  tombstones,  brought  from 
its  churchyard,  are  deposited  in  an  open 
space  within  the  policies  of  Springwood 
Park.  At  Harlawe,  near  the  head  of  the 


Burn  of  Wooden  in  the  parish  of  Maxwell, 
there  was  a  chapel  of  St  Thomas  the 
Martyr.  In  1180  this  was  given  by  Herbert 
of  Maxwell  to  the  parish  church  of  Max 
well.  Afterwards  it  passed  into  the  hands 
of  the  Abbey  of  Kelso.  The  English 
destroyed  it  in  1545. 

AV  James''*,  Ro,rhur<jh.  —  This  was  the 
parish  of  the  Royal  Burgh  of  Roxburgh. 
The  church  was  dedicated  on  17th  April 
1 134.  It  belonged  to  the  Abbey  of  Kelso. 
The  English  ruined  the  church  in  1425. 
The  church  was  soon  rebuilt,  but  was 
utterly  destroyed,  along  with  the  towns 
of  Roxburgh  and  Kelso,  during  the  invasion 
of  1545.  Its  site  was  on  the  Tweed  at  the 
place  called  St  James's  Green,  where  St 
James's  Fair  has  continued  to  be  held  on 
or  about  the  saint's  day.  There  remain 
only  the  foundations  of  a  large  church 
with  aisles  and  columns.  The  hospital  of 
Fairnington,  within  the  parish  of  St  James, 
is  mentioned  as  early  as  1186.]

LINTON  IN  TEVIOTDALE. 

[The  church  of  Linton  can  be  traced 
back  to  1127,  when  Blahan,  "Presbyter  of 
Linton,"  was  present  at  a  meeting  of  the 
clergy  of  England  and  Scotland  for  the 
consecration  of  Robert,  Bishop  of  St 
Andrews.  Edward,  "parson  of  Linton," 
figures  in  1160;  and  Patrick,  "parson  of 
Linton,"  witnesses  a  Melrose  charter  in 
Alexander  IF.'s  reign.  Over  the  door  of 
the  ancient  church  is  sculptured  the  figure 
of  a  mounted  knight  in  combat  with  a 
dragon.  This  is  deemed  a  representation 
of  St  Michael,  or  possibly  of  St  George. 
Prior  to  the  Reformation,  Linton  was  an 
independent  rectory,  the  patronage  being 
vested  in  the  Lords  Somerville.  At  Hose- 
law,  in  the  upper  end  of  the  parish,  close 
to  the  English  Border,  stood  a  chapel 
dedicated  to  St  Machuit.  It  belonged 
to  the  Abbey  of  Kelso.  The  chapel 
ruins,  encircled  by  a  small  burial-ground, 
were  still  visible  in  the  eighteenth 
century.  Almost  on  the  old  site  a 
modern  chapel  of  Hoseiaw  was  erected 
by  public  subscription  in  1906,  as  a 
memorial  of  the  Very  Rev.  Thomas  Leish- 
man,  D.D.]

[Early  in  the  twelfth  century  there  was 
at  Nenthorn  a  chapel  of  the  parish  of 
Ednam.  There  was  another  at  Xewton 
Don.  The  ancient  parochical  name,  written 
Nathansthyrne,  was  probably  Xechtans- 
thorn.  About  1 160  Xenthorn  and  Xewton 
Don  both  belonged  to  the  Priory  of  Colcl- 
ingham.  In  1316  William  of  Lamberton, 
Bishop  of  St  Andrews,  granted  them  to  the 
Abbey  of  Kelso,  in  exchange  for  Cranstoun 
and  Preston  in  Midlothian.  Bishop  David 
de  Bernham  died  here  about  1252.  The 
foundations  of  the  ancient  church  of  Xen 
thorn  can  still  be  traced  in  the  centre  of 
the  churchyard.  A  church  was  erected  in 
1802  a  short  distance  from  the  original 
site.  The  chapel  of  Xewton  probably  stood 
where  there  is  now  the  old  burial-place  of 
the  Dons  of  Xewton  Don.  The  united

On  Good 
Friday,  1707,  he  was  summoned  before  the 
Privy  Council  for  a  proposed  observance 
of  the  Lord's  Supper  on  Easter  Day.  Not 


complying,  he  was  ordered  to  leave  Elgin, 
and  threatened  with  banishment  should  he 
return  within  twelve  miles  of  the  city.  He 
settled  in  Edinburgh,  where  he  ministered 
to  a  congregation  in  Toddrick's  Wynd,  and 
died  28th  May  1723.

7th  April  1696,  he  was  min.  of  Bunkle  in 
the  same  year.  In  1701  he  Avas  deputed 
by  the  Synod  to  aid  in  forming  a  Society 
for  the  improvement  of  the  manners  of  the 
people.  He  was  called  to  this  charge  4th 
July,  and  adm.  29th  Nov.  1704.  Deposed 
for  various  offences  9th  July  1716,  and 
reponed  in  October  following ;  he  was 
again  dep.  for  Jacobitism  14th  March 
1718.  He  died  in  Covenant  Close,  Edin 
burgh,  17th  Dec.  1744.  In  the  matter  of 
finance  he  is  said  to  have  been  most  suc 
cessful,  and  this  is  shown  by  a  list  of 
debts  due  to  him  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
He  acquired  the  estates  of  Billie  and  Lint- 
hill,  and  to  him  was  due  a  retrieval  of 
the  fortunes  of  the  Wedderburn  family. 
George  Home  of  Wedderburn  joined  the 
Rebellion  of  1715,  and  was  attainted,  his 
estates  going  to  the  Crown.

At  that  period 
the  cure  belonged  to  the  church  of  Glas 
gow.  In  1406  William  de  Haw  din  [Hadden], 
"  laird  of  Kirkyethame,"  gave  to  the  monks 
of  Kelso  the  right  of  advowson.  From  them 
it  passed  to  Patrick,  Earl  of  Both  well,  then 
to  the  Buccleuch  family,  and  finally  to  the 
Wauchopes  of  Niddrie.  A  church,  still 
thatched  with  heather  in  1836,  was  removed 
when  the  present  building  was  erected.

The  As 
sembly,  10th  Aug.  1043,  found  this  to  be 
incompatible  with  the  ministerial  calling, 
and  recommended  him  to  desist  from  all 
civil  courts  and  meetings.  U  e  died  between 
3rd  Feb.  and  1st  Sept.  1047,  aged  about  54. 
He  marr.  after  29th  Jan.  1041,  Margaret, 
eldest  daugh.  of  William  Eliott  of  Stobs, 
and  had  issue  —  William  of  Grubet  and 
Wideopen.

JOHN  LIVINGSTON,  born  Monya- 
1648  broch  [Kilsyth],  21st  June  1603. 
He  was  the  son  of  William  L.,  min. 
of  Kilsyth,  and  afterwards  of  Lanark, 
said  to  be  a  descendant  of  the  fifth 
Lord  Livingston.  His  mother  was  Agnes, 
daugh.  of  Alexander  Livingston,  portioner, 
Falkirk,  brother  of  the  Laird  of  Belstane. 
He  was  educated  at  the  Grammar  School 
of  Stirling,  and  graduated  M.A.  at  the 
Univ.  of  Glasgow  in  1621.  Against  his 
father's  wish,  he  preferred  to  enter  the 
ministry  rather  than  adopt  the  life  of  a 
country  gentleman.  He  studied  theology 
at  St  Andrews,  and  was  licensed  in  1625. 
For  a  time  he  assisted  the  minister  of 
Torphichen,  and  was  afterwards  chaplain 
to  the  Countess  of  Wigtown  at  Cumber- 
nauld.  While  engaged  in  the  latter  capa 
city  he  took  part  in  the  memorable  revival 
at  the  Kirk  of  Shotts.  He  declined  pre 
sentations  to  several  parishes,  chiefly  on 
account  of  his  reluctance  to  obey  the 
Articles  of  Perth.  In  1630  he  went  to 
Ireland,  on  the  invitation  of  Viscount 
Clandeboye,  and  became  minister  oi>  Kil- 
linchy,  Co.  Down,  being  ordained  by  Andrew 
Knox.  Bishop  of  Kaphoe,  and  a  company  of 
Scottish  ministers  who  had  taken  up  a 
kind  of  middle  position  between  Presby- 
terianism  and  Prelacy.  In  1631  he  was 
suspended  for  nonconformity,  but  was  soon 
reinstated  through  the  friendly  offices  of 
Archbishop  Ussher.  On  4th  May  1632  he 
was  deposed  and  excommunicated  for  the 
same  cause.  Having  resolved  to  emigrate 
to  America,  he  left  Ireland  in  Sept.  1636, 
along  with  a  number  of  his  parishioners 
and  other  Scottish  and  English  Puritans — 
140  in  all.  They  sailed  for  New  England 
in  the  Eayle  \Ving,  but  through  contrary 
winds  were  obliged  to  return  home.  In 
1638  he  signed  the  National  Covenant,  and 
was  commissioned  to  proceed  to  London 
with  copies  of  it  for  supporters  of  the  Scot 
tish  cause  at  Court.  On  5th  July  1638  he 
was  admitted  minister  of  Stranraer,  where 


he  remained  for  ten  years.  It  is  recorded 
that  his  half-yearly  communions  there  were 
attended  by  as  many  as  five  hundred  of 
his  old  parishioners  of  Killinchy.  In  1640 
he  was  chaplain  of  the  Earl  of  Cassillis's 
Regiment  in  England,  and  wrote  an  account 
of  the  skirmish  at  Newburn,  which  he  had 
witnessed.  When  minister  of  Stranraer  he 
frequently  crossed  to  Ulster,  and  officiated 
i  to  the  Scottish  troops  quartered  there.  In 
|  1648  the  Commission  of  Assembly  sent  him 
!  to  dissuade  those  troops  from  joining  with 
the  army  of  the  "Engagement,"  but  his 
mission  was  a  failure.  On  13th  July 
1647,  William,  Earl  of  Lothian,  presented 
Livingston  to  this  parish,  and  he  was 
adm.  and  inst.  25th  April  1648.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  Commission  of  Assembly 
in  1649.  Next  year  he  was  one  of  those 
appointed  to  negotiate  with  Charles  II., 
at  Breda,  as  to  the  terms  on  which  he 
should  receive  the  Crown.  While  the  royal 
ships  were  lying  at  anchor  off  Speymouth, 
Livingston  obtained  the  King's  oath  of 
fidelity  to  the  Covenants.  He  did  not, 
however,  trust  Charles,  and  soon  after 
wards  he  identified  himself  with  those  who 
opposed  the  coronation  and  the  conduct 
of  the  government.  He  was  asked  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  1650  to  write  a  His 
tory  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  from  1638, 
but  this  was  never  completed.  In  Oct. 
1651  he  was  chosen  Moderator  of  a  general 
meeting  of  the  Protesters.  He  preached 
before  Cromwell  in  London  in  1654,  and 
was  authorised  by  the  Protector  to  re 
commend  candidates  for  vacant  parishes. 
Between  1655  and  1659  he  declined  calls 
to  Antrim,  to  his  former  charge  at  Kil 
linchy,  and  to  Glasgow.  He  was  summoned 
before  the  Privy  Council  llth  Dec.  1662, 
and,  refusing  to  take  the  Oath  of  Allegi 
ance,  was  banished.  He  went  to  Rotterdam 
in  April  1663,  where  he  .spent  his  last 
years  in  almost  constant  study,  and  in  the 
preparation  of  a  Latin  version  of  the  Scrip 
tures  which  was  never  published.  He  died 
9th  Aug.  1672.  He  is  described  as  having 
been  "  modest  in  manner,  sweet  in  temper, 
of  retired  and  contemplative  habits ;  so 
that,  though  he  joined  the  more  extreme 
Presbyterians,  in  his  moderation  he  deeply 
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lamented  the  division  that  had  torn  the 
Church  asunder.  He  marr.  (in  St  Cuthbert's 
Church,  Edinburgh)  23rd  June  1635,  Janet 
(died  at  Rotterdam,  1693),  eldest  daugh.

It 
was  ordered  that  a  letter  should  be  written 
to  Archbishop  Burnet  to  acquent  his  Grace 
of  this  affront  put  on  the  Presb.  in  shutting 
up  the  church  and  churchyard  doors,  and 
when  they  came  to  execut  his  Grace's  com 
mands  that  a  number  of  women  were  con- 
veened  in  the  churchyard  with  their  laps 
full  of  stons,  as  a  guard  to  keep  us  out  of 
church  and  churchyard,  and  beside  that 
some  women  rail'd  on  us,  calling  us  soul 
murderers  and  the  divel's  servants,  which 
letter  was  drawn  and  subscribit  to  give  to 
the  Archbishop."  S.  was  deprived  by  the 
Privy  Council,  29th  Aug.  1689,  for  neither 
reading  the  Proclamation  of  the  Estates 
nor  praying  for  William  and  Mary.

In   June   1586, 
Fowler,  described  as  "of  Hawik,"  is  men 
tioned  as  being  in  the  train  of  the  Earl  of 
Bothwell,  who  is  known  to  have  presented 
him  to  that  rectory  and  vicarage.    "  William 
Fowler,  persoun  of  Hawik,"  accompanied  the 
ambassador,  Sir  Peter  Young,  to  Denmark 
in  May  1589,  and  took  part  in  the  negotia 
tions  which  led  to  the  marriage  of  James 
VI.  and  Princess  Anne.     He  was  appointed 
Master  of  Requests  and  Secretary-Depute  to 
the  Queen  in  Nov.  1589,  and  eventually  her 
secretary.    In  Feb.  1594  he  received  from  the 
Crown  a  grant  of  its  third  of  the  parsonage 
of  Hawick.     He  accompanied  Queen  Anne 
to  England  in  1603,  and  died  in  May  1612. 
His  eldest  son,  Ludovic,  was  "Portioner  of 
liestalrig."      Publications  —  Fowler   was   a 
somewhat  prolific  writer,  but  little  appeared 
in  print  during  his   lifetime.     Two  MSS., 
containing  his  The  Tarantula  of  Love  and 
a   verse   translation   of   Petrarch's   Trionfi, 
were    presented    by   his   nephew,    William 
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Drummond  of  Hawthornden,  to  the  Uni 
versity  of  Edinburgli  in  1627.  The  Haw 
thornden  MSS.  in  the  Museum  of  Xational 
Antiquities,  Edinburgh,  include,  among 
various  pieces  of  his  in  prose  and  verse, 
an  almost  complete  translation  of  Machia- 
vellrs  Prince.  Fowlers  work  illustrates 
the  literary  influences,  more  particularly 
Italian,  which  prevailed  at  the  court  of 
James  VI.

On  15th  Feb.  1665  he 
entered  St  Salvator's  College,  St  Andrews, 
where  he  graduated  M.A.  25th  July  1668. 
We  do  not  know  how  or  where  he  spent  the 
next  nineteen  years,  but  in  1687  he  was 
licen.  by  the  Presb.  of  St  Andrews.     From 
the  first,  Orrock  was  a  determined  opponent 
of    Episcopacy,    conspicuously   identifying 
himself  with   the    views    and    conduct  of 
Alexander  Hamilton  of  Kinkel,  St  Andrews. 
Both   men   were  more  than  once  arrested 
and  lodged  in  the  Edinburgh  Tolbooth,  and 
Orrock  was  inhibited  from  preaching.     On 
being  liberated,   he    persisted    in    preach 
ing  at  Dundee  and  St  Andrews,  but  was 
seized   by   order  of    Archbishop  Ross :    a 
strong  attempt  at  rescue  was  made,  Orrock !s 
friend   Hamilton   "beating  off  some   who 
laid  violent  hands"  on    him.    After    the 
Revolution   he   was   called   to  the  Second 
Charge  of  St  Andrews,  but  the  Synod,  7th 
April   1691,   refused    to   settle   him   there. 
On  23rd  Sept.  of  the  same  year  he  was 
admitted  to  this  charge.    He  was  a  member 
of  Assembly  in  1692.     He  declined  calls  to 
Peebles,  Muthill,  and  Kelso.     In  1705   he 
complained  to  the  Assembly  of  certain  Acts 
of   Synod  as  being  needlessly  severe   and 
oppressive.    Although  not  a  member  of  the 
Court,  he   attempted  to   speak,  but  was 
refused  a   hearing.     He    was    stopped    by 
the  Moderator   (Principal   Carstares),   and 
by  the  Lord  High  Commissioner  (William, 
Marquess  of  Annandale),  and  left  the  As 
sembly  only   on   a   peremptory  command. 
A  protest  against  the  Assembly's  proceed 
ings  was  made  to  Parliament  by  Fletcher 
of  Saltoun,  but  being  coldly  received,  was 
departed  from.     Fletcher  pleaded  for  a  re 
conciliation,  which  was  afterwards  effected. 
Orrock  died  unmarr.,  23rd  April  1711  [the 


date  1st  May  1711,  on  memorial  tablets  in 
St  Mary's  and  HaAvick  Parish  churches, 
is  an  error].  He  left  9000  merks  for  the 
endowment  of  a  grammar  school,  a  be 
quest  still  in  use  as  the  Orrock  Bursary, 
and  worth  about  £60.  For  the  poor  of  the 
parish  he  left  1600  merks;  and  to  the  church, 
four  silver  communion  cups  and  a  baptismal 
basin ;  while  to  his  successors  in  office  he 
bequeathed  his  library.

JEDBURGH. 

[Called  also  Jedworth  or  Jedart.  In  854, 
Ecgred,  Bishop  of  Lindisfarne,  built  here  a 
church  of  St  Mary.  A  chapel  with  the 
same  dedication  was  built  by  him  at 
Old  Jedart.  There  was  another  chapel  at 
Scraesburgh,  near  Hunthill.  St  Mary's 
Augustinian  Abbey  of  Jedburgh,  founded 
in  1118,  is  in  the  parish.  After  the  Refor 
mation  a  portion  of  the  Abbey  was  used  as 
the  parish  church.  In  1875  a  handsome 
new  church  was  built,  mainly  by  the  ninth 
Marquess  of  Lothian.  A  proposal  in  1001 
to  form  a  Second  Charge  in  Jedburgh  was 
not  carried  out.  (See  John  Boyle,  p.  110.)] 

PAUL  METHVEN  [METHUEN], 
1560  originally  a  baker  in  Dundee,  was 
an  early  convert  to  the  Reformed 
religion.  Though  but  imperfectly  edu 
cated,  he  began  to  instruct  the  people  in 
the  Scriptures,  and  spoke  so  eloquently  as 
to  become  obnoxious  to  the  Bishops  and 
the  Secret  Council,  who  issued  an  order 
for  his  arrest,  and  forbade  the  people  to 
listen  to  him  or  give  him  shelter  in  their 
houses.  He  was,  however,  protected  by 
Provost  Haliburton,  who  refused  to  hand 
him  over  to  the  Council  even  at  the  royal 
command.  He  was  called  before  the 
Justiciary  Court  at  Stirling,  10th  May 
1559,  accused  of  usurping  the  ministerial 
office,  and  of  performing  functions  for 
which  he  had  never  had  any  legal  status. 
Being  found  guilty,  he  was  declared 
fugitive.  M.  was  nominated  by  the  Lords 
of  the  Congregation  to  this  parish  about 


19th   July   1500,   and   was    a    member    of 
Assembly   that   same  year    and   the    year 
after.     In    1502   he   was  deposed   and  ex 
communicated    for   adultery,   John    Knox 
having  personally  investigated  the  charge 
made  against   him.     He   fled   to   England 
and  resumed  preaching.     On  the  25th  June 
1506  he  was  permitted  to  appear  before  the 
General  Assembly,  and  falling  on  his  knees 
he  burst  into  tears  and  desired  them,  for 
the  love  of  God,  to  receive  him  to  the  open 
expression  of  his  repentance.    The  form  of 
his  declaration  of  repentance  enjoined  by 
the  Assembly,  on  the   recommendation  of 
certain  of  the   brethren  appointed  to  con 
sider  the  matter,  was,  as  related  in  Knox's 
Ifi'story  : — "  That   he   should  present  him 
self   bare-foot  and    bare-head,   arrayed   in 
sackcloth,  at  the  principall  entry  of  Saint 
Gyles  Kirk,  in  Edinburgh,  at  seven  hours 
in  the  morning  upon  the  next  Wednesday, 
and  there  to  remain  the  space  of  an  hour, 
the  whole  people  beholding  him,  till   the 
prayer  was  made,  the  psalmes  sung,  and  the 
text  of   Scripture   was  read,  and   then  to 
|  come    into   the    place    appointed    for    the 
expression    of    repentance,   and   tarry   the 
time     of     sermon  ;     and    to    do    likewise 
the  next  Friday  following,  and  also  upon 
the  Sunday ;  and  then  in  the  face  of  the 
whole    church    to    declare   his   repentance 
with  his  owne  mouth.     The  same  forme  and 
manner    he   should    use    in    Jedwart   and 
|  Dundie ;   and  that  being  done,  to  present 
|  himself  again  at  the  next  General  Assembly 
i  following  in  winter,  Avhere   he   should  be 
|  received  to  the  Communion  of  the  Church." 
,  It   is   further   related  : — "  When    the    said 
\  Paul   had   received   the   said   ordnance  he 
1  took    it  very  grievously,    alleadging    that 
!  they  had  used  over-great  severity.     Never- 
1  theless  being  counselled  and  persuaded  by 
divers   notable  personages   he  began   well 
;  in  Edinburgh  to  proceed,  whereby  a  great 
|  number  were  moved   with   compassion   of 
his   state ;   and  likewise  in   Jedwart ;   but 
he   left  his   duty  in  Dundie,  and  passing 
again  into  England  the  matter,  not  without 
offence  to  many,  ceased "  (History,   ii.,   p. 
531).     Randolph    relating    the   scandal    to 
Cecil,  says,  "  He  has  escaped  into  England, 
or  was  drowned  in  crossing  the  ford  thither-

It 
does  not  appear  that  he  ever  relinquished 
his  charge  at  Jedburgh  (Dr  Hew  Scott  says 
he  demittecl  before  15th  Sept.  1635),  for  in 
the  articles  given  in  to  the  Presb.  against 
James  Burnet  in  1639,  the  parishioners 
complain  of  his  [Burnet's]  "informal

:  health  of  the  incumbent,  and  dispensed  the 
Communion  to  great  multitudes  of  people, 
many  of  whom  resorted  to  his  ministrations 
even  from  Scotland.  On  Oth  Feb.  1079  he 
was  declared  traitor,  and  a  reward  of  3000 
merks  was  offered  for  his  capture,  and  the 
proclamation  added  that  if  any  one  in 
pursuit  should  hurt  or  slay  him,  he  should 
not  be  called  in  question  for  the  deed,  but 
should  be  considered  to  have  done  his 
country  "good  and  acceptable  service." 
In  June  1081,  after  numerous  escapes,  he 
was  seized  in  the  house  of  his  nephew,  Sir 
Patrick  Hepburn,  at  Blackcastle,  near 
Cockburnspath,  and  committed  to  the 
Canongate  Tolbooth,  but  was  liberated 
three  months  later,  on  giving  bond  to  the 
amount  of  10,000  merks.  He  withdrew  to 
England,  where  he  remained  till  the  death 
of  Charles  II.  After  the  Revolution,  though 
restored  by  the  Act  of  Parliament,  he  did 
not  return  to  his  former  charge,  but  ac 
cepted  a  call  to  this  parish,  and  was  adm. 
29th  Oct.  1690.  He  wished  Thomas  Boston 
to  be  his  colleague.  Boston  paid  him  a 
visit,  heard  him  preach,  and  sums  up  his 
impressions  of  the  old  man  :  "  The  things 
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he  insisted  on  were  common  and  ordinary, 
but  were  delivered  in  such  a  manner,  and 
such  power  accompanied  them,  that  I  was 
amazed,  and  they  went  out  through  me 
and  in  through  me,  so  that  I  said  in  my 
heart—'  Happy  are  those  that  hear  thy 
wisdom.'"  He  died  8th  Aug.  1700.  Two 
years'  stipend,  due  to  him  by  the  heritors 
of  Kirkpatrick-Durham  during  his  exile, 
he  devoted  to  the  maintenance  of  a  school 
master  in  the  parish,  but  this  was  never 
fully  paid.

PRESBYTERY  OF  EARLSTON,  SOMETIME  CALLED  LAUDER. 

[Disjoined  from  the  Presbytery  of  Melrose  or  Selkirk,  and,  along  with  Gordon  and 
Smailholm  from  the  Presbytery  of  Kclso,  erected  by  George,  Archbishop  of  St  Andrews, 
in  1613  The  Presbytery  of  Melrose  sent  two  of  its  number,  29th  Aug.  1615,  to  wait  on 
the  succeeding  bishop,  "that  they  may  suit  for  the  returning  of  their  brother  of  Ersilton 
to  our  Presb  a-ain,"  but  without  effect.  The  seat  of  Presbytery  was  transferred  to 
Lauder  by  the  General  Assembly,  31st  May  1768,  but  was  restored  to  Earlston  in  1876. 
The  Kegister  begins  5th  March  1691.] 


CHANNELKIRK,  OF  OLD 
CHILDESCHIRCHE. 

[The  original  church  is  believed  to  have 
been  built  between  the  seventh  century  and 
the  ninth.  The  monks  of  Dryburgh  (circa 
1248)  claimed  that  it  was  the  mother  and 
parish  church  of  the  whole  of  Lauderdale. 
It  was  built  in  honour  of  St  Cuthbert,  and 
named  Childeschirche,  or  the  Child's  Kirk. 
Cuthbert  spent  part  of  his  boyhood  "on 
the  southern  slopes  of  the  Lammermoors 
which  surround  the  upper  part  of  the  vale 
of  the  Leader."  He  became  a  monk  of 
Melrose.  Hugh  de  Moreville  of  Lauder 
dale  gave  the  church  to  the  Abbey  of 
Dryburgh  in  the  twelfth  century,  and  it 
continued  under  that  Abbey  till  the  Refor 
mation.  It  was  consecrated  by  Bishop 
David  de  Bernham,  23rd  March  1241. 
There  were  chapels  in  the  parish  at  Glen- 
gelt  and  Carfrae.]

[The  church  of  Melrose,  dedicated  to  St 
Cuthbert,  belonged  to  Melrose  Abbey.  In 
the  parish,  between  two  and  three  miles 
down  the  Tweed  from  the  parish  church, 
stood  the  ancient  abbey  of  Old  Melrose, 
founded  about  650.  It  was  at  first  a  cell 
of  St  Aidan's  Monastery  of  Lindisfarne. 
St  yEth  (or  Eata)  was  its  first  abbot. 
Following  him  were  St  Bosel  and  St 
Cuthbert.  The  later  Cistercian  Abbey  of 
St  Mary  at  Melrose  is  also  in  the  parish, 
and  near  the  church.  It  was  founded  by 
David  I.  in  1136,  its  site  being  then  called 
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Fordel.    There  was  a  chapel  in  the  parish 
of  Melrose  at  Gattonside,  and  another  near  j 
Blainslic,  dedicated   to    St   Cuthbert,   and 
known  as  Childhills  Chapel.     There  were 
also   the   chapels  of   St  Cuthbert  at   Old 
Melrose,  St  Columba  at  Columslie,  and  St 
Mary  of  the  Park  at  Blain.slie.    At  Melrose  : 
there  were  the  Holy  Wells  of  St  Mary,  St 
William,  and  St  Dunstan.    St  Helen's  Well 
is  at  Darnick.

In 
1596  he  was  one  of  the  commissioners  for 
the  South,  who  were  directed  to  meet  daily 
with  the  Presb.  of  Edinburgh  to  consult 
as  to  the  means  to  be  taken  for  resisting 
the  measures  of  the  excommunicated  earls 
and  their  adherents.  In  the  Assembly  of 
1601  he  refused  to  vote  for  the  transla 
tion  of  ministers  recommended  by  the 
King,  and  having  declined  the  office  of 
constant  Moderator  of  Presb.  he  was  out 
lawed.  By  1608  he  was  once  more  in 
favour,  and  was  app.  Visitor  of  the  kirks 
throughout  Dumfriesshire.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Falkland  Conference  4th 
May  1609.  He  led  the  resistance  to  the  re- 
establishment  of  Episcopacy,  and  vigorously 
opposed  the  Articles  of  Perth.  He  died  in 
1623.  He  marr.  Christian  Paterson,  who 
survived  him,  and  had  issue  —  Margaret 
(marr.

These,  with  consent 
of  parties,  the  Assembly,  20th  May  1723, 
referred  to  the  Commission,  which  ordered 
the  Presb.  to  test  the  wishes  of  the 
people,  and  report.  A  vast  majority 
were  in  favour  of  William  Carlyle,  min.

not  being  favourable  to  his  appointment 
invited  Edward  Buncle,  M.A.  Buncle 
was  called  17th  Aug.,  and  ord.

His 
widow,  Alison  Stewart,  had  £50  allowed 
by  Parliament  in  consideration  of  his 
being  a  sufferer  for  loyalty.  He  had  issue

JOHN  BROWN,  probably  born  and 
educated  at  Kirkcudbright;  M.A. 
(Edinburgh,  24th  July  1630).  Though 
noticed  as  a  minister  by  Samuel  Ruther 
ford  in  his  correspondence  as  early  as 
1637,  he  was  probably  not  settled  here 
earlier  than  1655.  He  was  deprived  by 
Act  of  Parliament  llth  June,  and  Decreet 
of  Privy  Council  1st  Oct.  1662.  On  6th 
Nov.  thereafter,  he  was  accused  of  re 
proaching  some  of  his  brethren,  calling 


them  "  perjured  knaves   and   villains,'   for 
attending  the  Diocesan  Synod  at  Glasgow, 
and   was   sentenced   to    be   kept   a   "close 
prisoner  in   the  Tolbooth  of  Edinburgh." 
After  being   there   five  weeks,  to  the   im 
pairing  of  his   health   and   danger  of   his 
life,  he  petitioned  for  a  release.     This  svas 
granted  on  condition  of  "obliging  himself 
to    remove     and     depart     off    the    king's 
dominions,    and    not     to    return    without 
licence    from    his     majesty     and    council, 
under  pain  of  death/'     He  went  to  Rotter 
dam    in    March    1663,   and   ministered    in 
the  Scots  Church  there.     In  1677,  in  conse 
quence   of   repeated    representations    from 
King    Charles,   B.    and    two    others    were 
ordered  by  the  Dutch  Government  to  with 
draw    from    Rotterdam.       He    retired    to 
Utrecht,   but   returned    to    Rotterdam    in 
1678,  and  died  there  in  Sept.  1679.     Shortly 
before  his    death,    he    took    part    in    the 
ordination  of  Richard  Cameron.     He  was 
aged    about    69,   and    apparently   unmarr. 
His   wealth  consisted   in   his  library.     He 
bequeathed   by  his  will,  dated   2nd   April 
1676,  "one   hundred    guineas   to  the  poor 
of  the   Scottish  congregation,  Rotterdam, 
after  the  selling  of  his  books,"  "specially 
excepting   the  Complutensian  Bible  in  six 
volumes,  which  he   gave   to  his   endeared 
friend    and     brother,     Robert     M'Ward."

1671,  for  holding  conventicles.  He  was 
denounced  as  a  rebel,  16th  July  1674,  and 
letters  of  intercornmuning  were  issued 
against  him  3rd  Aug.  following.  On  29th 
May  1679,  he  and  Robert  Hamilton, 
brother  of  the  Laird  of  Preston,  with 
about  eighty  armed  men,  rode  into  Ruther- 
glen,  burned  at  the  Cross  all  the  Acts  of

the  Scottish  Parliament  obnoxious  to  civil 
and  religious  liberty  from  1660  till  that 
date,  and  affixed  to  the  Cross  a  declaration 
why  they  had  done  so.  He  was  present  at 
Drumclog,  and  spent  the  next  few  years 
preaching  to  the  Covenanters  of  the  South 
of  Scotland.  He  ultimately  found  his  way 
to  London,  where  he  seems  to  have  re 
mained  until  his  admission  to  this  parish 
in  1690.  He  died  in  the  end  of  1695,  aged 
about  60,  leaving,  in  poor  circumstances, 
a  widow  whose  name  is  unknown.  She 
sold  a  debt  of  700  merks  to  the  succeeding 
incumbent  for  £5  and  a  tombstone  for  her 
husband.  It  is  said  the  latter  condition 
was  never  fulfilled.

JOHN  TAYLOR,  ord.  4th  March  1697  ; 
6  7  suspended  (by  the  Synod)  10th  April 
1715  for  altering  the  marches  of  his 
glebe,  and  other  misdemeanours.  He  de 
clined  the  Court's  authority,  and  joined 
two  other  mins.  in  forming  a  Presb.  This 
lasted  a  very  short  while,  yet  not  without 
injury  to  the  interests  of  religion  in  the 
parish.  A  representation  by  the  Presb.  was 
i  made  to  the  General  Assembly,  9th  May 
|  1716,  giving  a  long  narrative  of  T.'s  dis 
orders  and  irregularities,  and  craving  the 
Assembly  to  take  definite  steps  for  his 
removal.  On  26th  May  1718  the  Presb. 
was  enjoined  to  warn  him  to  abstain  from 
his  disorderly  and  schismatical  courses, 
"  and  if  he  do  so,  that  they  stop  their  pro 
ceeding,  but  if  he  continue  disorderly  and 
contumacious,  they  appoint  the  Presb.  to 
proceed  to  a  sentence  of  excommunication. :; 
He  was  deposed  shortly  afterwards,  and 
retired  to  the  parish  of  Eskdalemuir,  but 
returned  to  Annanholm,  Wamphray,  where 
he  died  Xov.  1745.  His  funeral  was  met 
by  the  Jacobite  army  under  the  command 
of  Lord  George  Murray,  then  proceeding  to 
Dumfries,  all  of  whom  doffed  their  bonnets 
as  they  passed.  At  the  churchyard,  how 
ever,  some  of  the  farmers'  horses  were 
carried  off  by  the  Highlanders.  He  marr.

[Erected  by  the  General  Assembly  of  1743  from  the  Presbytery  of  Middlebie,  now 
called  Annan.  At  that  time  the  parish  of  Castleton  was  taken  from  the  Presbytery 
of  Jedburgh,  and  added  to  this  new  Presbytery  of  Langholm. 

The  Ptegister  of  the  Presbytery's  proceedings,  beginning  9th  Nov.  1743,  has  several 
blanks.  One  of  these  extends  from  5th  May  1762  to  18th  Nov.  1778.  By  special 
agreement,  this  Court  holds  also  the  Kecords  of  the  Presbytery  of  Middlebie  or  Annan 
from  23rd  June  1703  to  30th  Jan.  1717.] 


CANONBIE. 

[The  church,  commonly  spoken  of  as  the 
Kirk  of  Liddal,  was  dedicated  to  St  Martin. 
It  belonged  to  the  Priory  of  Canonbie, 
and  passed  with  it  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Abbey  of  Jedburgh. 

At  Halgreen,  or  Hailygreen,  in  the  parish, 
Turgot  of  Hossdall  founded  in  1150  a  Priory 
of  Canons  Regular  of  St  Augustine.  This 
became  known  a,s  the  Canonbie,  and  gave 
its  name  to  the  parish.  In  1542,  after 
the  battle  of  Solway  Moss,  the  English 
troops  destroyed  the  Priory  of  Canonbie. 

The  parish  of  Wauchope  was  united  by 
Parliament  to  Canonbie  before  1609,  but 
was  soon  disjoined  again.]

[The  erection  of  this  Presbytery  was  proposed  in  the  General  Assembly  of  1581. 
The  new  Court,  when  erected,  was  entitled  the  Presbytery  of  Middlebie,  and  under 
this  name  it  appears  in  1G38.  It  was  mainly  out  of  this  Presbytery  that  in  1743 
the  General  Assembly  founded  the  new  Presbytery  of  Langholm.  The  meeting- 
place  of  this  Court  was  then  changed  from  Middlebie  to  Annan,  and  its  name  was 
altered  accordingly.  At  the  same  time  the  parishes  of  Cummertrees  and  Ruthwell 
were  taken  from  the  Presbytery  of  Lochmaben  and  added  to  this  jurisdiction. 

The  Register  begins  12th  April  1699.  The  second  volume  was  'left  in  possession  of 
the  Presbytery  of  Langholm  by  special  agreement.  There  are  blanks  in  the  Records 
of  Middlebie  from  1st  Nov.  1721  to  26th  June  1723,  and  in  those  of  Annan  from 
f>th  May  1762  to  18th  Nov.  1778;  the  attestation  of  the  Synod,  19th  April  1803, 
states  that  from  6th  Oct.  1784  to  21st  Oct.  1800  there  are  many  sederunts  in  different 
months,  amounting  to  seven  years,  totally  wanting,  and  six  months'  sederunts  at 
different  months  recorded  in  part  only.  These  later  Records  were  made  up  from 
scattered  minutes,  etc.,  by  the  /eal  and  diligence  of  the  Rev.  Dr  Duncan,  Ruthwell.  The 
Separate  Register  of  this  Presbytery,  commencing  in  1744,  has  been  missing  since  1841.]

It  then  comprised  all  the  parishes  now  included  in  the  Synod  of  Dumfries.  At  some  time 
previous  to  1638,  it  was  divided  into  four,  constituting  the  Synod  of  Dumfries.  The 
Records  of  the  Presbytery  begin  5th  April  1647.  There  is  a  blank  during  the  time  of 
Episcopacy,  from  6th  Aug.  1661  to  9th  Nov.  1687.]

[Previous  to  the  Reformation  the  churches 
in  Dumfries  were  St  Michael's,  which  be 
longed  to  the  Abbey  of  Kelso,  the  chapel 
of  St  Bride  in  the  Castle,  the  chapel  of  St 
Thomas,  which  was  gifted  to  the  Abbey  of 
Kelso  by  William  the  Lion,  the  chapel  of 
the  Holy  Cross,  erected  by  the  widow  of 
Sir  Christopher  Seton  (sister  of  Robert 
Bruce),  and  the  church  of  the  Franciscan 
Monastery.  Of  these,  St  Michael's  alone 
has  had  an  uninterrupted  ministerial  suc 
cession.  The  present  church  was  built  on 
the  original  site  in  1745  ;  the  tower  or  spire 
was  erected  five  years  earlier,  as  an  adjunct 
to  the  older  building.  There  were  in  the 
old  church  a  chapel  of  St  Gregory  and  an 
altar  of  St  Ninian.  At  Over-Kelwood,  in 
the  south  of  the  parish,  there  was  a  chapel 
of  St  Laurence,  with  a  hermitage  attached 
to  it.]

WILLIAM  VEITCH,  born  27th  April 
1694  Ifi40>  youngest  son  of  John  V.,  min. 
of  Robert  on,  Lanarkshire  ;  educated 
at  Univ.  of  Glasgow:  M.A.  (1659);  tutor 
in  the  family  of  Sir  Andrew  Ker  of  Green- 
head  ;  Keen,  by  Presb.  of  Lanark  in  1664. 
Having  identified  himself  with  the  Pentland 
Rising,  he  was  outlawed,  and  escaped  to 
Newcastle,  where  he  became  chaplain  in 
the  family  of  the  Mayor.  In  1671  he  was 
ord.  to  a  meeting-house  at  Fallowlees,  a 
remote  spot  among  the  Simonside  Hills, 
Rothbury.  From  that  he  removed  to 
Hanamhall,  in  the  same  district,  and  after 
wards  to  Seaton  Hall,  Longhorsly.  Whilst 
living  at  the  latter  place  under  the  assumed 


name  of  William  [or  George]  Johnston,  he 
was  arrested  16th  Jan.,  and  sent  to  the  Bass 
Rock  22nd  Feb.  1679,  but  was  liberated 
17th  July  1680,  and  returned  to  Newcastle. 
He  aided  Archibald,  Earl  of  Argyll,  in  his 
escape  from  Scotland  in  1681.

[In  1657  the  Town  Council  of  the  burgh 
met  with  the  inhabitants,  when  it  was 
resolved  that  "having  before  their  eyes 
the  glory  of  God,  the  propagation  of  the 
Gospel,  and  the  putting  down  of  sin  and 
iniquity  in  the  place,"  and  its  being  impos 
sible  for  one  minister  to  discharge  all  the 
duties  of  the  ministry  in  this  large  con 
gregation,  they  should  proceed  with  the 
election  of  a  colleague.  The  charge  was 
in  abeyance  from  1662  to  1696,  and  it 
was  merged  in  1727  in  that  of  the  New 
Church.]

(FORMERLY  NEW  CHURCH). 

[On  the  site  of  the  mediaeval  castle  of 
Dumfries,  in  which  there  was  a  chapel, 
a  church  known  as  the  New  Church,  was 
built  in  the  years  1724-7.  The  Presb. 
rinding  there  were  no  funds  to  provide  a 
stipend  for  a  third  minister  of  the  town, 
resolved  that  it  would  be  "for  the  Glory 
of  God  and  the  greater  interest  of  the 
Gospel  in  this  place  and  to  the  further 
usefulness  as  well  as  comfort  of  their 
brethren  the  Ministers  of  Dumfries  that 
each  of  them  should  preach  and  dispense 
all  the  lawful  ordinances  in  a  separate 
charge."  A  church  was  built  on  the  old 
site,  1866-68.  The  name  of  Greyfriars  was 
then  given  it,  in  memory  of  the  Franciscan 
convent  which  in  old  times  stood  a  short 
Avay  from  the  site  of  the  church.  This 
monastic  foundation,  dedicated  to  St 
Francis,  was  erected  in  1300  by  Dervor- 
gilla,  Lady  of  Galloway,  mother  of  King 
John  Baliol.  Within  its  church  in  1306, 
her  husband,  John  of  Baliol's  nephew, 
John  the  Red  Comyn,  was  set  upon  and 
slain  by  Robert  the  Bruce  and  his  follower, 
Ivo  of  Kirkpatrick.

[The  foundation  of  this  church  was 
laid  24th  May  1837,  and  it  was  opened 
for  worship,  17th  Nov.  1839.  The  parish 
was  disjoined  from  St  Michael's  and 
erected  in  1854.  The  church  stands  at 
what  was  of  old  the  entrance  of  the 
town  of  Dumfries.  There  Sir  Christopher 
Seton,  whom  the  English  had  taken  in 
arms,  was  executed  by  order  of  Edward  I. 
At  the  place  of  his  death  the  knight's 
widow,  the  Lady  Christina  Bruce,  sister  of 
King  Robert  I.,  built  a  chapel  of  the  Holy 
Rood,  in  memory  of  her  husband  ;  and  to 
this  chapel  in  1324  King  Robert  granted 
an  endowment.  In  1715,  when  Dumfries 
was  threatened  with  an  attack  by  the 
Jacobite  forces,  the  walls  of  the  chapel 
were  taken  down,  and  their  stones 
used  in  fortifying  the  town.  The  builders 
of  St  Mary's  laid  bare  the  ancient 
foundations.

In 
1667  he  was  hiding  in  a  friend's  house 
in  Edinburgh,  but  soon  afterwards  he 
ventured  into  Clydesdale.  He  preached 
in  Fife  to  large  crowds  drawn  from  all 
classes.  In  Aug.  1671  he  was  in  North 
umberland,  where,  says  Wodrow,  "he  dwelt 
for  some  time  very  pleasantly."  He 
preached  "  when  Tweed  was  frozen  in  the 
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midst  of  the  river,  that  either  he  might 
shun  the  oS'ence  of  both  nations,  or  that 
two  kingdoms  might  dispute  his  crime." 
In  1(577  he  dispensed  the  Communion 
at  Skeochhill,  in  this  parish,  where  the 
"  Communion  Stones ;:  are  still  pointed 
out.  He  was  present  at  Drumclog  and 
Bothwell  Bridge.  About  1679  he  went  to 
London,  where  he  died  9th  Jan.  1681, 
and  was  buried  in  St  Botulph  Churchyard, 
Bishopsgate.

He  entered 
on  trials  for  license  before  the  Fresb.  of 
Haddington,  10th  Sept.  1634,  and  appears 
to  have  been  assistant  at  South  Leith 
before  13th  July  1637.  He  was  min.  of 
Keir,  1638-59,  and  of  this  parish  in  1663, 
to  which  he  Avas  admitted  under  the  protec 
tion  of  an  armed  force.  The  opposition 
arose  mostly  from  women  of  the  humbler 
class,  led  by  a  certain  Margaret  Smith, 
who  was  afterwards  tried  for  it,  along  with 
William  Arnot  of  Little  Park.  Smith  was 
ordered  to  be  banished  to  the  Barbados, 


but  this  sentence  was  not  carried  out. 
Arnot  was  fined  5000  merks,  and  required 
to  acknowledge  his  offence  upon  two  Sun 
days  in  the  parish  kirk.  S.'s  manse  was 
plundered  by  the  Covenanters  on  15th  Nov.

[The  ancient  parish  church,  remains  of 
which  are  still  to  be  seen  on  an  island  in 
Loch  Kinder,  belonged  to  the  Cistercian 
Abbey  of  Sweetheart.  After  this  monastery 
had  been  suppressed,  the  parish  church  was 
removed  from  Loch  Kinder  to  the  refectory 
of  the  Abbey.  This  building  continued  to  be 
used  for  worship  until  1731,  when  a  parish 
church  was  built  against  the  south  wall 
of  the  Abbey.  In  1877,  through  the  efforts 
of  Dr  Wilson,  a  new  church  was  built  on 
a  site  at  a  short  distance  to  the  south-west 
of  the  village.  In  the  reign  of  Charles  I. 
part  of  the  adjoining  parish  of  Kirkconnel 
was  annexed  to  New  Abbey.  Of  St  Mary's 
Abbey  of  Sweetheart  extensive  and  very 
fine  remains  survive.  On  10th  April  1273, 
Dervorgilla,  Lady  of  Galloway,  widow  of 
John  of  Baliol,  and  mother  of  the  ill-fated 
King  John,  founded  it  as  a  memorial  of 
her  husband,  and  it  came  to  be  known  as 
the  New  Abbey,  in  contrast  to  the  older 
Galloway  Abbey  of  Dundrennan.]

In  1662  he  declined  to 
conform  to  Episcopacy  and  was  confined 
to  his  parish,  and  seems  to  have  been 
deprived  in  1666.  He  died  in  1676,  aged 
about  69.

Min,,  1689.] 
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JOHN  HEPBURN,  born  about  1649,  son 
1Qgg  of  Major  James  H.  of  Balnageith ; 
educated  at  King's  College,  Aber 
deen  :  M.A.  (1669) ;  ord.  (according  to  his 
own  statement)  by  Scots  mins.  in  London, 
1678.  He  preached  for  a  time  in  Ross-shire, 
and  in  1680  he  was  called  to  this  charge. 
There  was  no  vacancy,  and  the  call,  "  sub 
scribed  by  the  plurality  of  the  people," 
merely  asked  him  to  "  preach  the  Gospel 
occasionally  amongst  them  as  his  con- 
veniency  and  safety  would  allow."  He  not 
only  preached  in  Urr,  but  systematically 
intruded  into  other  parishes,  baptizing 
and  marrying,  and  declaiming  against  his 
brethren  in  the  ministry.  On  5th  May 
1684  he  was  declared  fugitive.  He  had 
other  calls  here  in  1686  and  1689,  but  it  is 
doubtful  if  he  was  ever  formally  admitted. 
At  a  meeting  of  Presb.  10th  Sept.  1689,  he 
was  urged  to  settle  elsewhere,  but  within  a 
week  he  refused  a  unanimous  call  to  Kirk- 
patrick-Irongray.  He  continued  to  carry 
on  his  irregularities,  and  was  suspended  by 
the  Assembly  4th  Jan.  1696.  He  declined 
the  Oath  of  Allegiance,  and  was  imprisoned 
by  order  of  the  Privy  Council  in  the  castles 
of  Edinburgh  and  Stirling.  On  3rd  Feb. 
1699  he  was  allowed  to  return  to  his  parish, 
but  was  again  suspended  8th  June  1704, 
and  linally  he  was  deposed  9th  April  1705. 
"  He  had  not  given  nor  taken  communion 
for  sixteen  years  ;  he  had  treated  his  former 
suspension  and  warnings  and  tender  deal 
ings  as  if  they  had  not  been  ;  he  had  been 
guilty  of  a  continued  tract  of  erroneous 
seditions,  and  divisive  doctrines,  and  schis 
matic  courses,  wherein  he  is  obstinate, 
refusing  to  be  reclaimed."  On  12th  Aug. 
1707  he  was  restored  to  his  ministry  at  the 
earnest  petition  of  the  parishioners.  He 
vehemently  opposed  the  Union,  and  was 
deep  in  the  counsels  of  those  discontented 
Cameronians  who  purposed  joining  the 
Duke  of  AtholFs  Highland  host  and  over 
throwing  the  Union  by  force.  In  1715  he 
was  a  suspected  character,  but  he  put 
himself  at  the  head  of  320  men  of  Urr, 
and  marched  to  defend  Dumfries  against 
Kenmure.  The  flag  they  carried  is  still 
in  Urr  Manse,  bearing  the  legend  "For 
the  Lord  of  Hosts/'  He  died  20th  March 
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1723,  and  was  almost  certainly  buried 
at  Urr,  but  there  is  no  record  of  his 
interment.  He  marr.  20th  April  1701, 
Emilia  (died  llth  Sept.  1740),  daugh.  of 
Alexander  Nisbet  of  Craigentinny,  and  had 
issue — John,  min.  of  Old  Greyfriars,  Edin 
burgh  (grandfather  of  Andrew,  sixth  Earl 
of  Hyndford);  Jean  (marr.

Sarah  (died  2nd  Oct.  1747),  daugh.  of 
Robert  Paton,  min.  of  Dumfries,  and  had 
issue — Jean  (marr.,  pro.  26th  Oct.  1755, 
Thomas  Foggo,  merchant,  Edinburgh).  —

THOMAS  M'KINNELL,  born  1698,  a 
1736  nat^ve  °f  Dumfriesshire ;  began  life 
as  a  teacher  in  Dumfries ;  licen.  by 
Presb.  of  Lochmaben  in  1722 ;  ord.  to 
Dunscore  27th  Aug.  1723 ;  clerk  of 
Presb.  and  Synod,  1727-38;  called  2nd 
Oct.  1735 ;  trans,  and  adm.  20th  May 
1736;  died  1st  Jan.  1769.  He  marr. 
(1)  llth  March  1724,  Euphan  (died  17th 
Sept.  1739),  daugh.  of  Andrew  Brown  of 
Boghead,  and  had  issue — Andrew,  student 
of  divinity,  died  10th  March  1745  ;  Mar 
garet,  died  30th  Oct.  1745 ;  Janet,  born 
15th  Dec.  1731  (marr.  22nd  April  1752, 
William  Clark,  min.  of  Kirkgunzeon) ; 
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Robert,  born  20th  Dec.  1733,  died  28th 
July  1758  :  (2)  9th  June  1748,  Janet  (died

JAMES  MUIBHEAD  of  Logan,  parish 
of  Buittle,  born  1742,  eldest  son  of 
William  M.  of  Logan  and  Anna  Lind 
say, of  Crochmore  ;  educated  at  the  Grammar 
School  of  Dumfries  and  LTniv.  of  Edinburgh. 
He  at  first  studied  law,  but  having  decided 
to  enter  the  ministry,  was  Keen,  by  Presb. 
of  Kirkcudbright  3rd  July  1765;  pres.  to 
this  parish  by  George  III.  14th  Feb.  1769  ; 
ord.  28th  June  1770;  D.D.  (Edinburgh, 
24th  Feb.  1796);  died  16th  May  1808.  He 
had  considerable  gifts  as  a  mathematician, 
and  was  keenly  interested  in  natural  history 
and  antiquities.  He  is  the  reputed  author 
of  the  song,  Bess,  the  Gawkie.  During  a 
parliamentary  election  he  was  lampooned 
in  two  of  the  Heron  ballads  by  Robert 
Burns,  who  sarcastically  called  him  "  Muir- 
liead,  wha's  as  guid  as  he's  true,"  and  in 
reference  to  the  minister's  taste  for  heraldry 
and  genealogy- 

"  Here's  armurial  bearings 

Frae  the  Manse  of  Orr — 
The  crest,  an  auld  crab  apple 
Kotten  at  the  core." 

Dr  Muirhead  replied  in  a  stinging  epigram — 
a  parody  on  Martial's  In  Yacceram  [Liber 
ix.,  EP.,  67]— which  cut  Burns  to  the  quick, 
and  wrung  from  him  an  angry  retort.  Dr 
M.  marr.  21st  Aug.  1777,  Jean  London 
(died  22nd  Dec.  1825),  of  the  Clonyard 
family,  Colvend,  and  had  issue — William 
Porter,  advocate,  who  assumed  the  name 
of  Merries  on  succeeding  to  the  estate  of 
Spottes  in  the  parish,  born  1778,  died  15th 
March  1823:  Charles  Merries  of  Logan, 
W.S.,  born  1781,  died  6th  March  1823; 
Jane  (marr.  10th  June  1816,  Captain 
Robert  Skirving  of  Croys),  died  15th  Jan. 
1847  ;  and  John  of  Logan.  Publication —

ALEXANDER  MURRAY,  born  at  Dun- 

kitterick,   on   the    Palnure   burn   in 
Monigaff,    22nd    Oct.    1775,    son    of 
Robert  M.,  a  shepherd,  by  his  second  wife, 
Mary  Cochrane.     At  nine  years  of  age  he 
was  employed  as  a  herd-boy,  but  being  near 
sighted   had   to   abandon   that  occupation. 
At  twelve  years,  he  taught  the  children  of 
the     neighbouring    farms,    remaining    six 
weeks  at  a  time  at  each  house,  and  earn 
ing  about  twenty  shillings  a  year.     When 
he  entered  the  Univ.  of  Edinburgh  at  the 
age  of  eighteen,  he  had  been  in  all  only  fifty- 
seven  weeks  at  school.     By  his  own  unaided 
study,  from  books  bought  or  borrowed,  he 
had  acquired  a  knowledge  of  French,  Latin, 
Greek,  Hebrew,   German,   and   had  a  less 
intimate    acquaintance    with    Arabic    and 
Ethiopic.     He  had  read  the  whole  of  the 
Hebrew  Bible,  and  had  translated  a  German 
professor's  lectures  on  Roman  authors.     An 
examination  by  Principal  Baird  and  others 
'.  gained  him  free  admission  to  the  Arts  cur 
riculum,  and  with  the  aid  of  a  bursary  from 
the  Town  Council  of  Edinburgh  and  private 
!  tutorships  (chiefly  in  Persian  and  Hindu- 
i  stani)  he  was  able  to  carry  out  his  ambition 
I   of  entering  the  ministry.     He  was  licen.  by 
i  the  Presb.  of  Edinburgh  14th  April  1802.     In 
!  succession  to  John  Leyden  he  became  editor 
I  of    The   Scots    Magazine,   and    contributed 
1  to  the   Edinhuryli  Review,  then  founded. 
j   From  1803  to  1805  he  was  engaged  in  the 
preparation   of   an    exhaustive   edition    of 
the   Travels  of  James  Bruce,   and  resided 
|  at    Kinnaird    House,    Stirlingshire,    where 
I  Bruce's  papers  were  preserved.     Returning 
to  Edinburgh,  he  was  pres.  to  this  parish, 
and  ord.  (assistant  and  successor)  llth  Dec. 
1806.      He     was    appointed    Professor    of 
Oriental  Languages  in  the  Univ.  of  Edin 
burgh  8th  July,  and  received  the  degree  of 
D.D.  from  the  same  Univ.  17th  July  1812. 
He   retained   his  position  as   min.  of  Urr. 
He   died   of    consumption   at    Edinburgh, 
15th  April  1813,  and  was  interred  in  Grey- 
friars  churchyard  where  a  monument  was 
erected  in  1877  "by  admirers  chiefly  con 
nected  with  Galloway,  to  commemorate  the 
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genius  and  fame  of  the  Shepherd  Boy  who 
rose  to  be  the  most  eminent  Linguist  and 
Oriental  Scholar  of  his  day."  A  granite 
obelisk  was  set  up  1834-5,  on  the  summit 
of  Duncraig,  overlooking  his  birthplace. 
His  portrait  by  Andrew  Geddes  is  in  the 
National  Gallery,  Edinburgh.  He  marr. 
9th  Dec.  1808,  Henrietta  Copland,  daugh. 
of  James  Affleck,  farmer,  Grange,  of  Urr. 
She  had  a  government  pension  of  £80  in 
consideration  of  her  husband's  services  to 
Oriental  scholarship,  and  died  27th  April 
1824,  leaving  issue— Agnes  London,  born

ALEXANDER  PEDEN  [PEATHINE, 
165g  PETHEIN],  born  Auchencloich, 
parish  of  Sorn,  about  1626,  son  of 
a  small  proprietor.  He  was  probably  the 
Alexander  Peden  who  was  retoured  heir  of 
his  grandfather  in  Billhead  of  Sorn,  16th 
March  1648,  and  on  the  same  day  heir  of 
Auchinlonfuird.  Of  his  early  training 
there  is  no  clear  record,  but  he  no  doubt 
attended  the  parish  school  of  Mauchline, 
and  was  a  student  at  Glasgow  Univ.  from 
1643  to  1648.  For  a  time  he  acted  as 
schoolmaster,  precentor,  and  session-clerk 
at  Tarbolton,  and,  according  to  Wodrow, 
was  employed  in  a  similar  capacity  at  Fen- 
wick.  As  he  was  about  to  receive  license 
from  the  Presb.  of  Ayr,  an  accusation  of 
immorality  was  raised  against  him,  but  was 
found  to  be  false.  In  1659  he  was  orcl. 
to  this  charge,  and  was  deprived  by  Act  of 
Parliament  llth  June,  and  Decreet  of  Privy 
Council  1st  Oct.  1662.  When  he  preached 
his  farewell  sermon  he  is  said  to  have 
occupied  the  pulpit  till  nightfall,  and  on 
leaving  it,  to  have  knocked  three  times  on 
the  door  with  his  Bible,  saying,  "I  arrest 
thee  in  my  Master's  name,  that  none  enter 
thee  but  such  as  come  by  the  door,  as  I 
have  done."  Folio  wing  his  ejectment  Peden 
became  perhaps  the  most  celebrated  field 
preacher  of  his  time.  He  wandered  all 


over  the  South  of  Scotland,  obtaining  by 
his  figurative  and  oracular  style  of  address 
and  his  supposed  prophetic  gifts  an  extra 
ordinary  influence  over  the  people,  which 
was  further  increased  by  his  hardships, 
perils,  and  numerous  hairbreadth  escapes. 
On  25th  Jan.  1666  he  was  denounced  a 
rebel,  and  was  excepted  from  the  pardon 
after  the  Pentland  Rising.  He  tied  to 
Ireland  in  1670,  but  having  returned  in 
1673,  was  apprehended  at  Knockdow,  in 
Ballantrae  Parish,  and  sent  to  the  Bass 
Rock.  He  was  confined  there  from  26th 
June  1673  to  9th  Oct.  1677,  when  he  was 
removed  to  the  Edinburgh  Tolbooth,  where 
he  remained  till  Dec.  1678.  A  petition  for 
liberation  was  refused,  and  he  was 
sentenced  instead  to  perpetual  banish 
ment.  The  captain  of  the  ship  which  was 
chartered  to  convey  Peden  and  his  com 
panions  to  the  Virginia  plantations,  dis 
covering  them  to  be  persons  banished  for 
their  religious  opinions,  and  not  convicts, 
declined  to  take  them  aboard,  and  they 
were  set  at  liberty.  From  London,  Peden 
found  his  way  back  to  Scotland,  and  again 
to  Ireland.  He  returned  to  Ayrshire  in 
1685,  and  preached  his  last  sermon  at 
Colinswood,  on  the  Water  of  Ayr.  His 
privations  and  anxieties  had  gradually 
undermined  his  health,  and,  resolving  to 
spend  his  last  days  in  his  native  district, 
he  found  shelter  in  a  cave  on  the  banks  of 
the  Ayr,  near  Sorn.  Having  a  presenti 
ment  that  he  had  not  many  hours  to  live, 
he  left  the  cave  one  evening,  and  went  to 
his  brother's  house  at  Sorn,  where  he  died, 
28th  Jan.  1686.  He  was  buried  in  the 
Boswell  aisle  of  Auchinleck  Church.  Forty 
days  after,  a  troop  of  dragoons  lifted  his 
corpse,  carried  it  two  miles  to  Cumnock 
gallows,  and  Avere  about  to  hang  it  up 
in  chains.  Finding  this  impossible,  they 
buried  it  at  the  gallows  foot.  After  the 
Revolution  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish 
of  Cumnock,  in  token  of  their  esteem  for 
Peden,  abandoned  their  ancient  burial- 
place,  and  formed  a  new  one  round  the 
gallows  hill.  He  was  the  most  eminent  and 
revered  of  all  the  Scottish  covenanting 
preachers,  and  his  influence  upon  the 
mass  of  the  people  was  so  great  that  they 
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gave  him  the  name  of  "The  Prophet," 
and  were  accustomed  to  regard  him  as 
almost  possessed  of  the  prophetic  afflatus.

In  1628  Chapel  Patrick 
was  rebuilt,  and  in  the  same  year  the 
Black  Quarter  was  disjoined  from  Inch 
and  erected  as  the  parish  of  Port  Mont- 
gomerie.  This  name  it  took  from  Hew 
Montgomerie,  Viscount  Montgomerie  of 
the  Great  Ardes  in  Ireland,  upon  whose 
lands  of  Portree  the  church  had  been 
placed.  Popular  feeling,  however,  clung 
to  the  old  name  of  the  local  patron  saint, 
and,  after  two  or  three  years,  the  new 
parish  was  named  Portpatrick.  In  1842 
the  heritors  built  another  parish  church  on 
a  new  site.

[Kirkmabreck.— The  church  was  dedicated 
to  St  Brioch.  It  belonged  to  the  Abbey  of 
Dundrennan.  On  20th  June  1613  the 
Commissioners  of  Teinds  united  the  three 
parishes  of  Anwoth,  Kirkmabreck,  and 
Kirkdale.  In  1G3G  Kirkmabreck  and  Kirk- 
dale  were  severed  from  Anwoth,  and  made 
to  form  a  united  charge  by  themselves. 
On  8th  March  1637  the  church  of  this 
united  parish  was  removed  by  Act  of 
Parliament  from  Kirkmabreck  to  Ferrie- 
toun  of  Cree,  now  called  Creetown.  The 
united  parish  of  Kirkmabreck  and  Kirk- 
dale  remained  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Presbytery  of  Kirkcudbright  until  24th  Jan. 
1699,  when  the  General  Assembly  trans 
ferred  it  to  the  Presbytery  of  Wigtown. 

In  1834  the  church  at  Creetown  was  re 
built.  The  ruins  of  the  old  parish  church 
are  still  standing  in  the  churchyard  at 
Kirkmabreck.  Close  by  is  Knocktagart 
(Cnoc  an  t-sayairt  —  ihc.  Priest's  Hill).  In 
old  times  there  was  a  hospital  in  the  parish 
at  Spitalburn.  There  were  also  two  chapels 
within  the  bounds,  St  Bride's  at  Kilbridc 
and  the  Angel  Chapel  at  Barnsoul,  believed 
to  have  been  dedicated  to  St  Michael. 
Near  it  is  the  Angel  Well. 

Kirkdale. — The  church  of  Kirkdale  was 
dedicated  to  St  Michael.  It  belonged  to 
the  Priory  of  Whitern.  On  20th  June 
1618  Kirkdale  and  Kirkmabreck  were 
united  by  the  Commissioners  of  Teinds  to 
the  adjoining  parish  of  Anwoth.  But  in 
1636  Kirkmabreck  and  the  greater  part  of 
Kirkdale  were  disjoined  from  Anwoth, 
leaving,  however,  a  portion  of  Kirkdale 
still  annexed  to  Anwoth.]

WHITERN,  on  WIIITIIORN. 

[The  church  of  Whitern  was  dedicated 
to  St  Martin.  It  belonged  to  the  Priory 
of  Whitern  within  the  parish.  This  Pre- 
monstratensian  monastery,  known  as  Can 
dida  Casa,  and  dedicated  to  St  Martin, 
was  founded  in  1153  by  Fergus,  Lord  of 
Galloway  upon  the  site  of  St  Ninian's 
earlier  abbey.  To  the  shrine  of  St  Ninian 
in  the  priory  church,  pilgrims  constantly 
came  in  great  numbers.  Among  these 
we  find  Margaret  of  Denmark,  Queen  of 
James  III.  Their  son,  James  IV.,  also 
came  frequently.  In  1507  his  queen, 
Margaret  Tudor,  accompanied  him  to 
the  shrine.  James  V.,  too,  made  this 
pilgrimage.  According  to  use  and  wont 
in  such  high  places  of  devout  resort,  the 
pilgrims  passed  from  one  oratory  to  another, 
and  after  worshipping  left  an  offering  at 
each.  The  following  six  places  were  thus 
visited  at  Whitern  :  the  Altar  of  the  Holy 
Rood,  the  fertour  or  shrine  in  the  nave  of 
the  church  where  the  saint's  bones  were 
kept,  the  relics,  the  high  altar,  the  Lady 
Chapel,  and  a  chapel  on  the  hill  about  a 


mile  out  of  the  town  on  the  north  side, 
at  the  place  still  called  Chapel  Outon.  A 
much-prized  relic  shown  to  James  IV.  in 
1500  was  an  ancient  bell,  called  by  the 
Galloway  people  (Jlay  Kinyeain  (St 
Ninian's  Bell).  The  priory  church  served 
as  cathedral  for  the  See  of  Galloway,  and 
its  canons  formed  the  Chapter  of  the 
Diocese.  After  the  Reformation  the  nave 
of  the  priory  church  was  made  the  parish 
church.  As  such  it  was  in  use  until  1822, 
when  a  parish  church  was  built  close  by. 
A  considerable  part  of  the  monastery  can 
be  traced  in  the  surviving  ruins,  but  the 
church  only  is  in  anything  like  fair  preserva 
tion.  Near  this  site  is  a  piece  of  ground 
called  the  Prior's  Croft,  and  a  little  further 
off,  at  Chipperheron  (Tobar  Ckiarain  =  St 
Kiaran's  Well),  there  was  a  well  sacred  to 
St  Kiaran.  At  Whitern,  in  the  museum 
beside  the  ruined  priory,  there  is  preserved 
a  large  upright  stone  on  which  is  incised  a 
cross  of  early  form,  and  a  Latin  inscription 
telling  of  a  dedication  to  St  Peter.  This 
stone  was  brought  from  a  place  on  the 
outskirts  of  the  town,  not  far  from  the 
priory.  It  seems  to  have  been  a  girth  stone 
set  up  to  mark  one  of  the  limits  of  the 
monastic  right  of  sanctuary. 

Besides  Chapel  Outon  there  was  in  the 
parish  a  chapel  dedicated  to  St  Martin. 
Its  ruins,  still  fairly  complete,  stand  on  the 
seashore  at  the  Isle  of  Whitern.  marking 
the  place  where  St  Ninian  first  landed, 
about  397.  Some  way  inland,  on  the  road 
to  Whitern,  is  Prestrie  (the  Priest's  Dwel 
ling),  with  the  dearie  Park  (Pairc  a 
Chleirich  =  the  Priest's  Field).  At  no  great 
distance  is  Balnab  (Jkiiie  an  Aib  =  ihe 
Abbot's  Place),  a  relic  of  the  early  Celtic 
monastery  which  came  to  an  end  in  the 
eighth  century.  The  priory  had,  of  course, 
no  abbot.]

[The  church  of  Wigtown  was  dedicated  to 
St  Machuit.  It  belonged  to  the  Priory  of 
Whitern.  Beside  the  ruins  of  the  old 
church  there  stands  in  the  churchyard 
a  new  parish  church,  built  about  1850. 
In  the  churchyard  are  two  monumental 
stones  of  some  note,  marking  the  graves  of 
persons  put  to  death  in  1685  by  orders  of 
the  Royal  Commission  for  the  suppression 
of  Nonconformity.  The  one  records  the 
names  of  three  men  hanged  without  trial ; 
and  on  the  other  are  commemorated  two 
women,  one  of  them  but  eighteen  years  of 
age,  drowned  at  stakes  within  tidemark 
on  the  sands  at  the  mouth  of  the  Water 
of  Bladnoch,  close  by  the  church.  Near 
the  church  stood  of  old  a  priory  of  the 
Black  Friars,  founded  in  1264  by  the  Lady 
Dervorgilla  of  Galloway,  mother  of  King 
John  Baliol.  Of  it  nothing  is  now  left.]

PATRICK  VAUS  [VANS  or  WAUS], 
second  son  of  Sir  John  V.  of  Barn- 
barroch  by  his  wife  Janet,  only 
child  of  Sir  Simon  [Samuel]  M'Culloch  of 
Myrton,  is  mentioned  as  rector  of  this 
parish  in  1545.

•lames  VI.  and  the  Princess  Anne,  and  two 
years  later  he  accompanied  tin:  King  to 
Upslo,  in  Norway,  where  he  witnessed  the 
marriage.  In  1592  and  1593  he  was  a  Lord 
of  the  Articles,  and  had  voted  him  an 
annual  pension  of  £2UO.  About  this  time 
he  was  member  of  a  Commission  for  the 
due  provision  of  the  ministry  and  aug 
mentation  of  stipends.  Me  died  22nd  Dec. 
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1597.  He  was  one  of  the  most  influential 
ecclesiastics  and  landed  proprietors  of  his 
time,  and  is  thought  to  have  been  the  hero 
of  the  ballad  Sir  Patrick  Spens.

PRESBYTERY   OF   KIRKCUDBRIGHT 


[A  proposal  to  constitute  a  Presbytery  for  the  central  part  of  Galloway  was  before 
the  General  Assembly  in  1581.  In  1G01  we  find  this  locality  still  under  the  control 
of  the  Presbytery  of  Nithsdale,  now  called  that  of  Dumfries.  It  was,  however,  then 
the  avowed  purpose  of  the  supreme  court  to  set  up  a  separate  jurisdiction  for  the 
Kirkcudbright  district,  so  soon  as  the  parishes  there  should  be  sufficiently  organised 
to  warrant  such  a  course.  The  actual  erection  of  the  new  Presbytery  evidently  occurred 
shortly  after  this.  The  Presbytery  Register  begins  30th  April  1700,  and  extends  to 
eleven  volumes.  There  are  gaps  from  1st  Aug.  1733  to  2nd  Jan.  1734;  from  8th  Jan. 
1755  to  17th  Aug.  1768;  from  14th  Oct.  1782  to  12th  May  1784;  from  7th  Oct.  1789 
to  1st  Oct.  1794;  and  from  15th  Aug.  1812  to  llth  March  1816.  There  were  two 
earlier  volumes  of  records.  Neither  of  these  is  now  known  to  exist.  One  of  them 
dealt  with  the  period  from  1647  to  1658.  Regarding  it  we  have  an  account  in  a 
Presbytery  minute  of  21st  Dec.  1780.  The  other  volume,  beginning  10th  June  1663, 
is  mentioned  in  the  Synod  Eegister  of  that  time.]

He  was 
accused  before  the  Privy  Council,  24th  Feb. 
1663,  of  "  still  labouring  to  keep  the  hearts 
of  the  people  from  the  present  government 
in  Church  and  State."  He  admitted  the 
charge  24th  March,  and  his  case  was 
delayed.  It  seems  afterwards  to  have  been 
departed  from.  He  had  an  indulgence  at

JOHN  M'MILLAN,  M.A.  (Edinburgh,

26th  July  1700,  aged  37.  "He  came 
to  the  parish  a  sick  man,  and  was  always 
in  a  dying-like  condition.'1  He  marr. 
Catherine  Williamson,  who  died  31st  Aug. 
1700,  and  had  issue— James,  bursar  of  the 
Presb.,  a  divinity  student  in  1717;  and 
others. — [Tombst.] 

JOHN  MACMILLAN  [or  M'MILLAN] 

1701  was  k°rn  in  1669  at  Barncauchlaw, 
a  hill  farm  in  the  parish  of  Monigaff. 
His  father,  also  John,  is  said  to  have  fallen 
at  Bothwell  Bridge,  and  his  mother,  whose 
name  is  unknown,  married  again.  Mac- 
millan  was  probably  brought  up  at  Earlston, 
in  Dairy,  where  he  attended  the  parish 


school,  and  met  many  of  those  who  had 
suffered  for  their  religious  convictions. 
He  studied  at  the  Univ.  of  Edinburgh,  and 
graduated  M.A.  2Sth  June  1697  ;  was  some 
time  chaplain  to  John  Murray  of  Broughton 
[now  ('ally,  parish  of  Girthon] ;  licen.  by 
Presb.  of  Kirkcudbright  26th  Nov.  1700. 
On  29th  May  he  was  called  to  this  charge, 
and  ord.  on  Thursday,  18th  Sept,  1701. 
The  training  of  his  youth  gave  him  a 
strong  leaning  to  the  side  of  the  Camer- 
onians,  whose  distinctive  tenets  were  that 
no  sworn  allegiance  was  due  to  the  king  or 
government,  on  the  ground  that  they  had 
rescinded  the  Covenants  and  the  Acts  of 
the  Reformation  period.  Soon  after  his 
settlement  he  began  to  air  certain  griev 
ances  in  the  Presb.,  and  to  make  protests 
against  the  form  of  church  government, 
especially  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  to 
Queen  Anne,  who  was  suspect  on  the 
subject  of  Presbyterianism.  Macmillan's 
relations  with  his  brethren  became  so 
strained  that  he  was  finally  deposed,  30th 
Dec.  1703.  He  continued  to  exercise  his 
ministerial  functions,  and  retained  posses 
sion  of  the  church  and  manse,  an  action  in 
which  he  was  supported  by  the  majority  of 
his  parishioners.  On  9th  June,  and  again 
llth  July  1704,  he  presented  a  petition  to 
the  Commission  of  Assembly,  "  acknowledg 
ing  his  fault  in  contravening  the  sentence 
of  deposition,  and  earnestly  desiring  that 
he  might  be  reponed,"  but  this  was  refused. 
On  9th  Oct.  1706  he  was  called  to  minister 
to  the  Societies,  or  "  the  Suffering  Remnant 
of  the  true  Presbyterian  Church  of  Christ 
in  Scotland,"  as  the  members  called  them 
selves,  and  on  2nd  Dec.  he  entered  on  his 
new  sphere  of  service  by  preaching  at 
Crawfordjohn.  He  now  wandered  far  and 
near  over  almost  the  half  of  Scotland  in  the 
discharge  of  this  wider  ministry,  spending 
also,  as  often  as  he  could,  his  Sundays 
amongst  his  own  faithful  flock  at  Balmaghie. 
The  Presb.  did  its  best  to  expel  him,  but 
even  the  presence  of  the  Sheriff  and  a  large 
force  of  the  military  were  powerless  against 
the  followers  of  Macmillan.  The  ordina 
tion  of  William  M'Kie,  his  successor,  was 
effected  (at  Kirkcudbright)  seven  years 
after  Macmillan's  deposition.  In  1714, 
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however,  a  working  agreement  is  .said  to 
have  been  made,  under  which  M'Kie  had  j 
the  use  of  the  church  in  Macmillan's  i 
absence.  Macmillan  voluntarily  left  the 
parish  for  good  in  17-27.  At  a  meeting  held 
at  Braehead  of  Carmvath  on  1st  Aug.  1743, 
he  and  Thomas  Nairn,  min.  of  Abbotshall,  j 
Fife,  founded  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  j 
Church.  He  died  at  Broomhill,  Bothwell, 
1st  Dec.  1753,  and  was  buried  at  Dalserf, 
where  an  imposing  monument  was  erected 
in  1839.  In  1895  a  memorial  brass  was 
placed  in  Balmaghie  Church  by  his  great- 
great-grandson,  John  Grieve,  M.D., Glasgow. 
Macmillan  marr.  (1)  1708,  Jean  Gemble 
[Gemmell],  probably  belonging  to  Cars-  j 
phairn,  who  died  *./>.  12th  June  1711  :  (2)  : 
1719,  Mary  (died  in  childbed,  5th  May  1723, 
aged  43),  daugh.  of  Sir  Alexander  Gordon, 
Bart.,  of  Earlston,  and  widow  of  Edward 
Goldie  of  Craigmuie  [she  left  four  children 
by  her  first  marriage]:  (3)  about  1725, 
Grace  Russell  [according  to  another  ac 
count,  Janet  Jackson],  who  survived  him, 
and  had  issue  —  Josias,  born  12th  June 
1726,  died  1740;  Katherine,  born  19th 
Dec.  1727,  died  1738;  John,  min.  of  the 
"Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  Sandhills, 
Glasgow,  born  1729,  died  llth  Feb.  1808; 
Grizel,  born  1731  (marr.  (1)  Andrew  Gallo 
way,  Sandhills  ;  (2)  John  Thorburn,  min. 
of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church, 
Pentland),  died  1767 ;  Ann,  born  1732 
(marr.  31st  Jan.  1751,  John,  son  of  James 
M'Crone,  writer,  Dalrnellington) ;  Alex 
ander  Jonita,  born  28th  May  1734,  died 
that  year.

WILLIAM  M'KIE,  said  to  have  been 
born  in  the  parish  in  1678,  became 
chaplain  to  his  relative,  John  M'Ghie 
of  Balmaghie,  and  was  licen.  by  Presb.  of 
Kirkcudbright  22nd  Feb.  1709.  On  1st 
Dec.  following,  he  was  called  to  this  charge, 
the  meeting  being  held  at  Clachanpluck 
[now  Laurieston],  and  on  12th  Oct.  1710, 
he  was  ord.  at  Kirkcudbright,  "because 
the  Prcsb.  cannot  go  with  safety  to  the 
parish  of  Balmaghie."  As  Macmillan  still 
occupied  the  manse  and  refused  access  to 
the  church,  M'Kie  rented  a  house  about 
three  miles  off,  and  preached  in  a  barn, 
or  meeting-house,  ironically  called  "  The 
House  of  Rimmon."  He  was  frequently 
assaulted  by  Macmillan's  supporters,  and 
once  when  attending  a  funeral,  by  Mac 
millan  himself.  It  is  stated  that  on  one 
occasion,  9th  Dec.  1713,  when  M'Kie's  friends 
attempted  to  plough  the  glebe  for  him,  the 
followers  of  his  predecessor  turned  out  in 
force,  cut  the  reins  in  pieces,  turned  the 
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horses  adrift,  and  throw  the  ploughshares 
into  the  Dee.  One  woman  aimed  a  blow 
at  the  minister's  throat  with  a  reaping-hook 
and  cut  his  fingers  to  the  bone  when  his 
hand  was  raised  in  self-defence.  A  letter 
was  forwarded  to  the  Lord  Justice-Clerk 
and  the  Solicitor-General  stating  the  facts. 
No  criminal  prosecution  followed,  but  Mac- 
millan  retired  from  the  parish.  M'Kie  by 
prudent  conduct  and  faithfulness  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duty  overcame  all  opposi 
tion,  and  lived  useful  and  respected  till  his 
death  10th  Feb.  1763.  He  marr.  22nd  Nov. 
1714,  Mary,  daugh.  of  Nathaniel  Gordon  of 
Carleton,  and  had  issue— Nathaniel,  min.  of 
Crossmichael ;  William,  min.  of  Balmaclel- 
lan;  Alexander,  born  17th  Dec.  1720;  Agnes, 
born  6th  Jan.  1723  (marr.  Alexander  M'Ghie, 
second  of  Airds);  Mary,  born  5th  Nov.  1725 
(marr.  Alexander  Gordon  of  Carleton); 
George,  captain,  born  5th  April  1729,  died 
1790;  David,  born  22nd  June  1731  ;  Anna, 
born  2nd  Aug.  1732;  Mary  (twin),  born  2nd 
Aug.  1732,  died  13th  June  1742.— [Woclrow's

to  expound  the  psalm  which  had  been  sung, 
and  did  it  very  well.  He  was  shortly 
afterwards  permitted  to  go  on  exhorting 
in  private  houses,  and  had  many  people 
to  hear  him  in  different  parts  of  the 
country.  He  became  min.  of  this  parish 
in  1640,  and  joined  the  Protesters  in  1651. 
On  23rd  Aug.  1660  he  was  imprisoned  in 
Edinburgh  Castle  by  order  of  the  Com 
mittee  of  Estates,  who  also  sequestrated 
his  stipend,  25th  Sept.  following.  He  was 
included  in  the  list  of  rebels  whom  the 
lieges  were  prohibited  from  receiving,  4th 


Dec.  1666,  and  in  a  list  of  those  who  were 
to  be  prosecuted,  15th  Aug.  1667,  as  well 
as  in  the  list  of  those  to  whom  pardon  and 
indemnity  were  granted.  1st  Oct.  following. 
At  the  request  of  Alexander,  Viscount  Ken- 
mure,  he  was  granted  indulgence  here,  3rd 
Sept.  1672  ;  was  fined,  10th  July  1673,  for 
not  observing  the  anniversary  of  the  Re 
storation.  When  cited  before  the  Privy 
Council,  4th  Aug.  1677,  and  threatened 
with  death  or  banishment,  he  replied,  "  He 
is  above  that  guides  the  gully  [knife]  ;  my 
God  will  not  let  you  either  kill  me  or 
banish  me,  but  I  will  go  home  and  die 
in  peace."  He  returned,  preached  in  the 
parish,  and  died  soon  afterwards,  aged  75. 
He  left  a  considerable  sum  of  money  to  the 
poor  of  Kirkcudbright.  —  [Wodrow's  Hist., 
ii.,  348;  War  Committee  of  Kirkcwlbriylit  ;

In  early  life  he 
removed  to  Dumfries,  where  Latin  and 
English  poetry  were  his  favourite  subjects 
of  study.  He  wrote  verses  himself,  and 
came  under  the  notice  of  John  Stevenson, 
an  Edinburgh  physician,  who  brought  him 
to  Edinburgh  in  1741  (his  father  having 
been  accidentally  killed  in  the  previous 
year).  He  studied  at  the  Univ.,  and 
became  an  excellent  classical  scholar.

A  letter  from  Blacklock  to 
George  Lawrie,  min.  of  Loucloun,  praising 
the  newly  published  Poems  of  Robert 
Burns,  and  suggesting  "  for  the  sake  of 
the  young  man,  that  a  second  edition,  more 
numerous  than  the  former,  should  be 
immediately  printed,"  was  the  happy  cause 
of  the  poet's  putting  aside  thoughts  of 
emigration,  although  his  chest  was  already 
on  its  way  to  Greenock.  "The  Doctor," 
wrote  Burns  in  his  autobiography,  "be 
longed  to  a  class  of  critics  for  whose 
applause  I  had  not  even  dared  to  hope.

After  the  Reformation,  part 
of  the  abbey  building  was  made  the  parish 
church.  When  this  ancient  structure  fell 
so  far  into  decay  as  to  be  no  longer  suitable 
for  the  purpose,  a  new  church  was  built 
adjoining  the  village  of  Rerrick,  and  very 
near  the  abbey.  Until  this  change  took 
place  the  parish  was  called  Dundrennan, 
but  since  then  it  is  generally  termed 
Rerrick.  While  the  church  was  within 
the  abbey,  both  church  and  abbey  were 
frequently  spoken  of  as  the  Monktoun. 
The  Cistercian  Abbey  of  Dundrennan, 
dedicated  to  St  Mary,  was  founded  in  1142 
by  Fergus,  Lord  of  Galloway.  Its  buildings 
have  been  majestic,  and,  though  greatly 
ruined,  are  still  very  stately.]

TONGLAND  AND  BALNACROSS. 

_  [Tongland..— The  parish  of  Tongland  con 
sists  mainly  of  the  tongue  of  land  lying 
between  the  rivers  Dee  and  Tarf.  Its 
church  belonged  to  the  Abbey  of  Tongland, 
within  the  parish  and  close  to  the  church. 
This  Premonstratensian  monastery  was 
founded  about  1150  by  Fergus,  Lord  of 
Galloway.  Upon  the  site  of  the  abbey 
the  old  parish  church  of  Tongland,  now 
ruinous,  was  erected,  and  a  portion  of  the 
Abbey  Church  was  built  into  the  new 
edifice.  Except  that  part,  there  is  very 
little  of  the  monastery  left ;  but,  in  the 
names  of  the  places  around,  its  memory 
survives.  Thus  on  the  Water  of  Dee 
there  is  the  Priory  Doach,  a  doach  or 
cruive,  for  catching  fish  ;  and  on  the  Water 
of  Tarf  is  Lairdmanach  (Learg  nam  manacJi 
=  The  flat  ground  of  the  monks).  There 
were  in  the  parish  of  Tongland  two  chapels  : 
St  Conal's,  at  Kirkconnel,  and  St  Saviour's, 
near  the  Mains  of  Tongland,  where  for  a 
long  time  there  was  a  croft  called  the 
Chapel  Yard. 

Salnacross.—The  church  of  Balnacross 
was  dedicated  to  St  Michael.  It  belonged 
to  the  Abbey  of  Holy  rood.] 

WILLIAM  SHARP,  exhorter  in  1567 ; 
1574  min.  in  1574,  when  Sennick,  Kirk- 
andrews,  Girthon,  and  Anwoth  also 
were  in  the  charge.  He  held  the  vicarage

(1649);  adm.  in  1661;  deprived  by  Act  of 
Parliament  llth  June,  and  Decreet  of 
Privy  Council  1st  Oct.  1662.  On  24th 
Feb.  1663,  he  was  accused  before  the  Privy 
Council  of  "still  labouring  to  keep  the 
hearts  of  the  people  from  the  present 
government  in  Church  and  State,"  and  on 
two  other  occasions,  25th  Jan.  1666  and 
15th  Aug.  1667,  he  was  charged  with  hold 
ing  conventicles.  He  was  included  in  the 
royal  pardon  1st  Oct.  1667.  On  16th  June 
1674  a  reward  of  2000  merks  was  offered 
for  his  apprehension,  but  evading  capture, 
he  went  to  England,  and  preached  frequently 
in  the  counties  of  Cumberland  and  North 
umberland,  and  afterwards  in  Ireland.  He 
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took  part  in  the  Communion  service  held  at 
the  Bishop's  Forest  of  Irongray  in  1678, 
when  about  3000  persons  were  present 
[vide  John  Blackader,  Troqueer].  He  died 
at  Pklinburgh,  31st  March  1688,  aged  about 
59.  He  marr.  Katherinc,  probably  daugh. 
of  John  Cant,  min.  of  Kells.  She  had 
sasine  with  him  of  the  lands  of  Little-
